I am pleased to present the 1992 Annual Report of the New Mexico Commission on 
Higher Education. This report provides a brief listing of major activities and accom- 
plishments of the Commission followed by information about the utilization and funding 
of our state's postsecondary institutions. 

In recent years, the Commission has responded to additional statutory responsibilities 
as well as public requests, focusing the attention of commissioners and staff on new 
issues in addition to our historic concern for educational finance. During 1992, the 
Commission devoted substantial effort to examining its role and responsibilities with an 
objective of improving its ability to help develop and coordinate a system of post- 
secondary education that will best meet the needs of our citizens within available 
financial resources. 

Our 1992 Annual Report summarizes the past year but also provides information that 
should be valuable in future efforts to accommodate increasing enrollments, provide 
equitable access, assure institutional effectiveness, and achieve statewide efficiency in 
the provision of higher education in New Mexico.

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A. THE COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 



The New Mexico Commission on Higher Education is authorized by statute to perform 
various duties related to state funding and coordination of postsecondary education. 
The Commission is composed of fifteen members appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Legislature. The Commission's major areas of responsibility include 
the following: 

1. Adequate and Equitable Funding for Postsecondary Education: 

► Receiving, adjusting, and approving operating budgets for public institutions; 

► Maintaining funding formulas that assist in equitable distribution of state 
resources among institutions and submitting funding recommendations to the 
Legislature and the Governor; 

► Administering various state and federal funds appropriated for postsecondary 
education; 

► Monitoring the institutions of higher education with respect to enrollments, fund 
balances, compliance with legislation, and comparison of expenditures to 
budgets, and presenting annual reports to the Department of Finance and 
Administration and the Legislative Finance Committee; and 

► Developing recommendations for state funding of capital projects at institutions 
and approving certain construction and rehabilitation projects. 



2. Statewide Planning, Research, and Reporting Concerning Postsecondary 
Education: 

► Conducting a program of statewide planning for postsecondary education, 
relating state needs, institutional programming, and funding to achieve equitable 
access to high quality programs with efficient use of state resources; 

► Reporting to the Legislature and the Governor regarding the status of post- 
secondary education, including articulation among institutional programs and 
the performance of postsecondary institutions; and 

► Reporting to the federal government and other agencies regarding higher 
education in New Mexico. 
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3. Administering Certain Postsecondary Programs: 

► Administering state financial aid programs, including those for students attend- 
ing public, private, and out-of-state institutions; 

► Reviewing the need for new institutions or changes in the status of existing 
institutions; 

► Approving graduate programs at public institutions and associate degree 
programs at public vocational-technical institutions and periodically reviewing 
the need for existing programs at all levels; and 

► Approving certain private institutions for operating within New Mexico and 
administering consumer protection regulations regarding these institutions. 

A more detailed description of the role and responsibilities of the Commission is 
available from the Commission office. 
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B. MAJOR INITIATIVES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS DURING 1992 



The following section highlights achievements of the Commission on Higher Education 
during 1992 in major areas of responsibility. Because the Commission is a coordinat- 
ing body rather than regulatory in nature, progress toward state objectives related to 
quality, equity, and efficiency is achieved through collaboration with New Mexico's 23 
public institutions of postsecondary education and with the executive and legislative 
branches of state government. 



1. Higher Education Financing 

► Worked with the Four-Year Formula Task Force and the Commission's ad hoc 
Formula Committee to: 

o Develop a new method of funding institutional support for the four-year 
institutions and propose a similar revision for the two-year institutions 

o Revise the formula factors to incorporate the peer adjustments and 
"sanding" reductions which resulted from legislative action 

► Developed and prioritized a comprehensive set of funding recommendations for 
the 1993-94 fiscal year for New Mexico's public higher education institutions for 
consideration by the Executive and the Legislature 

► Entered into a Memorandum of Understanding with the Department of Finance 
and Administration and the Legislative Finance Committee to document the 
budget review process for research and public service projects and, as a result, 
developed new forms and instructions for institutions to use when requesting 
legislative funding for these projects 

► Developed a document explaining the elements of the higher education funding 
formula 

► Continued staff work on issues related to the funding of two-year colleges, as 
directed by House Memorial 59 (1991) 

► Provided staff support and analysis for the Governor's Task Force on State 
Government Finance as well as for contract researchers performing a study of 
higher education funding for the Department of Finance and Administration 

► Recruited and coordinated a task force of institutional specialists to develop the 
energy management plan for higher education as requested by Executive Order 
92-20 and, as a result, recommended a new method of funding utilities to 
provide incentives for energy conservation improvements 
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► Directed a task force of institutional representatives developing a new method of 
calculating the need for building renewal and presented a orogress report to 
CHE committees 

► Reviewed $210 million in capital outlay requests from institutions, held hearings, 
and submitted a package of priority funding recommendations to the Executive 
and the Legislature 



2. Statewide Planning, Research, and Reporting 

► Requested and reviewed institutional plans focused upon improving the partici- 
pation and success of women and minority students, consistent with statewide 
goals articulated in 1991; developed a peer review and feedback process to 
assist institutions in improving and monitoring their plans 

► Continued work with institutions to facilitate transfer of students among state 
institutions; by early 1992, all institutions had adopted policies to treat transfer 
students equitably with students who begin their studies at the institution and to 
establish articulation agreements with other institutions, consistent with CHE 
Rule 250 

► Facilitated establishment of several task forces to improve transfer of lower 
division general education coursework and coursework within major fields of 
study 

► Presented an annual report on student transfer, showing continued increases in 
the number of transfer students and in the portion of their credits that transfer 
successfully from one New Mexico institution to another 

► Joined with the State Board of Education to establish an Educational Tech- 
nology Coordinating Council, charged with advising the two boards regarding 
actions to improve education through application of computing and communica- 
tion technologies and to work with other parties throughout the state to bring 
about such improvements 

► Began redesign of the CHE data base; accomplishments to date include 
collaborating with institutions to develop an overall guide for managing the 
project, convening a steering committee to oversee the project, hiring a project 
manager, and ass=^mbling technical groups to complete specific redesign tasks 

► Participated with the State Department of Education and other agencies in a 
study of mentorships for students in secondary and postsecondary education, 
with particular emphasis upon mentorships that encourage women to consider 
scientific, technical, and other professional fields of study and employment 
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► Conducted several hearings and planning sessions of the Commission focused 
on the Commission role and responsibilities and resulting in the identification of 
critical issues for higher education in New Mexico for the 1993-95 biennium 



3. Program Administration 

► Approved three associate degree programs for Albuquerque Technical- 
Vocational institute: an Associate of Arts degree in Pre-Management and 
Associate of Applied Science degrees in Culinary Arts and in Mechanical 
Technology 

► Registered more than 150 private and proprietary institutions to operate in New 
Mexico, a 20% increase over the prior year 

► Participated in a two-year project of the Legislative Education Study Committee 
to draft statutory amendments designed to improve state oversight of private 
and proprietary institutions and to comply with new federal law affecting all 
institutions participating in federal financial aid programs 

► Redefined the composition and role of an advisory council for private and 
proprietary postsecondary institutions 

► Continued administration and monitoring of state-funded financial aid programs, 
including student incentive grants, work-study, and several scholarship and 
loan-for-service programs 

► Initiated a pilot loan-for-service program for minority or handicapped students in 
teacher education, funded by the Legislature for certain New Mexico counties 

► Updated regulations defining residency for tuition purposes 

► Renegotiated a tuition reciprocity agreement with Colorado 

► Distributed funds provided by the Legislature to assist student-parents to obtain 
child care and to fund institutions' efforts to assess need for child care among 
students; gathered information on use of these funds 

► Collaborated with other agencies to implement a new, federally funded initiative 
to improve the teaching of mathematics, science, engineering, and technologies 

► Conducted the 1992 competition for institution projects through the federal 
Eisenhower Mathematics and Science Education Act 
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► Hired a new staff member to facilitate cooperative education programs, in which 
students at New Mexico postsecondary institutions participate in relevant work 
experiences with public and private employers.

► New Mexico has a relatively high rate of participation of its citizens in public 
higher education: 

o In 1991-92, New Mexico ranked fifth among the states in enrollment 
per capita of college-eligible population in public institutions (42.6 PTE 
students per 1 ,000 of college-eligible population versus 32.9 
nationwide). 

o This relatively high standing \ .olds for both four-year and two-year 
institutions. 



► Overall public financial support for postsecondary education in New Mexico, per 
student, is about average for the nation: 

o In 1991-92, New Mexico ranked twenty-third among the states in total 
state and local appropriations plus tuition per PTE student ($6,116 per 
PTE in New Mexico versus $5,912 nationwide). 



► To fund its public institutions, New Mexico follows a strategy of relatively high 
public appropriation coupled with relatively low tuition: 

o In 1991-92, New Mexico ranked ninth among the states in state and 
local tax revenues appropriated per PTE student for institution 
operations ($5,044 per PTE in New Mexico versus $4,257 nationwide). 

o In 1991-92, New Mexico ranked forty-fifth among the states in tuition 
as a percentage of total revenue (17.5% in New Mexico versus 28.0% 
nationwide).
